How Much For Defense? 
O 


NCE again in W ashington, Senator George W. 


Norris of N ebraska rang the bell in a dis­ 


cussion of proposals for national defense. 


“The best defense against communism, fascism, 


nazism and all the other isms,” Senator Norris 


said, ‘‘is a prosperous agriculture, and a program 


of relief to avert starvation and suffering result­ 


ing from unem ploym ent and destitution.” 
His 
com m ent was especially tim ely in view of recent 
developm ents in the national capitol. 
The swing 
is on to pour hundreds of m illions of dollars m o 
a vast program of arm y and navy expansion. 
And 
behind it is the pressure of the most alert, aggres­ 
sive lobby which operates in W ashington today. 
T hat lobby may be credited w ith the most genuine, 
and sincere patriotic motives. 
It believes that 
a nation as pow erful and as rich as Am erica can­ 
not afford to trail the European powers, or the 
rising m ight of Japan, in an arm am ent race. 
It 
m ust m atch plane for plane, tank for tank, w ar- 
.ship for w arship, and man for man, if it is to be 
secure from outside threats or invasion. 
Yet there is .something so ruggedly honest, and 
so fundam entally .sound in Senator N orris’ ex­ 
pressed hope that conditions which prevail m 
Europe, and in the Orient, should not serve to 
stam pede Uncle Sam into an unnecessary spend­ 
ing orgy for national defense, at the sacrifu-e of 
grave responsibilities here at home, that his a t­ 
titude cannot other than arouse slum bering public 
opinion to a realization of the danger. 
It is said 
relief appropriations m ust be cut at least a third 
for the next year to provide adequate revenues 
for enlarged defen.se expenditures. 
If business 
conditions justify a slash in the relief funds, the 
money should be saved instead 
of being poured 
out for a vast arm am ent program . 
The status of 
the farm program is uncertain but among the 
m em bers of a large industrial bloc in congiess, 
the earlier attitude of friendliness has changed to 
one of opposition. 
If the expert opinions of m ilitary observers in 
China is worth anything, Japan will have her 
hands full for some years to come. 
More than two 
and one half years have passed since Japanese 
arm ies over-ran a portion of China and the job 
of conquering an unconquerable people seems no 
nearer com pletion than it was w'hen the fighting 
began. 
In Europe, a long w ar means exhaustion, 
and, perhaps, economic collapse for the nations 
involved in war. 
A truce means “breathing space” 
to get ready to grab each other by the throat again. 
Finally neither Japan, nor the European nations 
at war, can stand up under the trem endous burden 
of diverting billions of dollars from norm al chan­ 
nels to build arm ies and navies to kill each other 
off. 
The next session of congiess will find the 
issue of national defense its most pressing prob­ 
lem. 
Nothing abroad has altered the problem s of 
relief or of agriculture. 
And nothing abroad can 
blot out the fact A m erica’s greatest danger lies 
w ithin instead of without.

Press, delves back into the Hague conven­ 


tions of 1909, to point out that the destruction of 


neutral ships by floating mines, w hich took place 


in the N orth sea over the w eek-end, is a clear 


violation of international law'. 


“It is the unw ritten as w’ell as the covenant­ 
ed rule of the sea, as old as gun powder, that 
belligerents shall leave neither m ines nor tor­ 
pedoes drifting in the w ake of their battles 
to strike at any com er on the seaw ays w ith 
not so m uch w arning as the rattlesnake gives. 
The H ague rules provide that unanchored 
mines, fused to explode on contact, may be 
used by w arring sea powers, but only if safe­ 
guarded as to become harm less w ithin an hour 
after they are launched. 
The clause perm it­ 
ting short-lived mines was inserted to m eet 
a special condition of w'arfare. It was designed 
to cover the case of a belligerent w ar vessel, 
or even a fleet, fleeing from a stronger enemy 
in full pursuit. 
The Hague articles further 
provide, in any case, that contact sea mines 
shall not be laid ‘off the coast and ports of 
the enemy, w ith the sole object of intercept­ 
ing com m ercial shipping.’ 
They require tliat 
‘every precaution’ be taken ‘for the security 
of peaceful shipping’ in planting mine fields.”

TNFORTUNATELY the Hague conventions are 
^ 
as dead as the dodo bird. 
In the W orld w ar 
they w ere flaunted and ignored by all the bellig­ 
erents. 
And a part of the unfinished business at 
Versailles, for which the British, the French, the 
Italians, and even the United States, m ust accept 
the responsibility was the failure to give careful 
consideration to the sham bles of international law. 
Sham bles it was on land and sea. 
Into those years 
of w arfare on a titanic scale, the laboratories 
tossed the destruction of scientific discovery to 
m ake “the rules of the gam e” unfitted and inade­ 
quate for m odern w arfare. 
No other com m entary goes so deeply to the folly 
of the Versailles peace conference, and the re­ 
sults it produced. 
The League of Nations and 
the W orld Court were its indirect children but 
they w ere w ithout any particular affection or de­ 
votion, particularly here. 
So international law 
became this shambles, and for tw enty years Europe 
sat on a pow der keg w ithout any earnest, far­ 
sighted attem pt to give vitality to that decent 
spirit of civilization, which w'as responsible for 
the Hague convention in attem pting to minimize 
the horrors and barbarities of war.

Aspirin tablets are usually in ­ 
cluded because they have a va­ 
riety of uses, for headache, m us­ 
cle pains, colds and even for in­ 
somnia. 
A pow der com bination 
of sodium bicarbonate and m ag­ 
nesium oxide is of proved value 
in overcom ing attacks of indiges­ 
tion due to hyperacidity of the 
stom ach. A sedative in the form 
of lum inal or sodium barbiturate 
is quite useful. Under most cir­ 
cum stances it is safe for occasion­ 
al insom nia or nervousness. 
An antiseptic, 
either

or both, a package of sterile gauze 
and adhesive tape bandage and a 
roller bandage are sine qua non.

He 
prcKiuced colds in healthy volun­ 
teers w ith filtered nasal secretions 
from coldridden persons. 
Since the w ork of Dochez w'as 
reported in 1838, it has been gen­ 
erally agreed that the filterable 
virus is the cause, 
Dochez hoped 
to be able to create an active im ­

If the virus is given by 
hypoderm ic, it is safe but pro­ 
duces very little im m unity.

it is given locally in the nose, it 
m ay cause a

cure one, so we are about w here 
we w ere before they discovered 
the virus origin of colds. 
W hat was the powder you rec­ 
omm ended once for the preven­ 
tion of athlete’s foot?

consists of sali­ 
cylic acid, 5 
gram s; 
m enthol, 2 
gram s; cam phor, 
8 gram s; boric 
acid, 50 gram s 
and 
starch, 35 
gram s. 
Either for an active case 
or as a follow -up treatm ent to 
prevent recurrence, or as a pre­ 
ventive after using the gym na- 
sium, or w hen the feet have been 
perspiring, it may be du.sted on 
the skin of the feet, in the socks 
and shoes. 
It should not be used 
oftener than three days running.

Near Lowest Since 1934

CHICAGO, Nov. 21— (A P )—A m erican housewives are sw'arm- 
ing shopping counters for the “m akin’s” of one of the mi>st 
economical holiday spreads they’ve assem bled in five years. 
In contrast w ith home m akers in Europe who carry ration 
cards, Am erican women w ith bulging Thanksgiving dinner bud­ 
gets found am ple stocks on grocers’ and butchers’ shelves today 
at prices generally as low or low er than in any sim ilar period 
since 1934. 
A survey of Chicago wholesale and retail m arkets showed 
housewives can satisfy T hursday’s m enu requirem ents today or 
tom orrow (or a week hence in some states) at about the sam e 
prices paid a year ago. Some items, headed by the roasted bird 
in the center of the table, w ere lower. 
T urkey prices were a big factor in enabling the housewife 
to trim her Thanksgiving budget w ithout any sacrifice of indi­ 
vidual helpings around the feasting table. W holesale prices in 
the dresseiJ m arket range from 6 to 20 per cent low er than a year 
ago. Ducks w ere 5 per cent lower. Chickens also w ere lower while 
geese w ere little changed. 
Despite w ar abroad and the Septem ber bulge in domestic 
food costs, much of w hich since has been wiped out, other im­ 
portant dinner items also can be obtained at low er cost. The 
departm ent of labor reported that retail food costs declined 1.3 
per cent from early Septem ber to m id-O ctober and that the gen­ 
eral level was about the same as a year earlier. Private surveys 
showed that at m id-N ovem ber wholesale foods w ere the lowest 
in m ore than a m onth. The departm ent of labor’s wholesale food 
price index early this m onth stood at 72.3 com pared w ith 72.9 a 
year ago. 
Such item s as eggs, lard, sugar and coffee w ere lower. But­ 
ter, potatoes, flour and some fruits w ere slightly higher.

On the question: “Are you in favcr of entering 
1 the w ar in the near future on the side of England 
and France?”—97.5 per cent of the Iowa students 
said “no” ; 89.8 of the faculty m em bers; and all of 
the rem aining undergraduates and instructors were 
undecided. 
One other question cut closer to the heart of the 
current position taken by France and Britain that 
they are fighting the battle of dem ocracy.’It was 
“Do you think that if the United States w ent into 
the w ar on the side of France and B ritain, it would 
be fighting to defend dem ocracy?” Of the students 
74.7 per cent said no, and the sam e per cent pre­ 
vailed in the faculty ranks. 
Among the students 
19.7 said yes. as did 5.1 of the faculty. 
Which explains why, after a developing and tense 
I intere.st, the prolonged poker game in progress 
abroad, has left much of the Am erican public in­ 
different to European developm ent, and convinced 
that no issue of dem ocracy is involved.
